In the report, made by the 


Chicago certified public ac- 
counting firm of Peat, Marwick, 
Mitchell & Co., were listed 
checks totaling $1,963,010, all 
described as either questionable 
or fraudulent, issued by Hodge 
to various firms and persons. 

The report increased to about 
$2,500,000 the amount of state 
funds reportedly handled in an | 
improper manner by Hodge, | 
now serving a  12-to-15-year 
prison sentence. The $2,500,000 
includes $546,685 taken from 
trust funds, most of which was 
paid back. ~ 

Epping a Partner. 

The Mersinger firm did about 
40 per cent of the state audit- 
ing business disbursed by Illi- 
nois while Hodge was in office. 
A partner in the firnf at the 
time was Edward A. Epping, 
who was Hodge’s unofficial ad- 


ministrative assistant. Epping is | 


also serving a prison term for 
his part in the Hodge scandals. 

Referring to the East St. 
Louis firm, the report said 
Mersinger acknowledged re- 
ceipt of 90 warrants aggrega- 
ting $467,201 for making audits 
for the state. 

“Certain invoices supporting 
the payments to this firm iden- 


tified the type of service ren- | 


dered and the agency to which 
such services pertained,” it was 
stated. 

“However, substantial pay- 
ments were made on invoices 
lacking adequate explanations 
(usually billed as advance pay- 
ments) and in some instances no 
invoices could be found. 


Schedule Lacking. 


“The firm agreed to furnish a 
schedule showing full details re- 
garding the services performed 
for each warrant but as of Nov. 
25, this information has not 
been received.

He has 
not previously had a voice in 
Democratic affairs at the na- 
tional level.

“I have not been officially in- 


formed of my appointment to this | 


committee and my decision on 
whether to accept the appoint- 
ment will have to wait until I 
am informed.”

The period covered in the 
study was Jan. 12, 1953, to

Taylor had ordered the school 


to admit Negroes in compliance | 


with a United States Supreme 
Court bar on public school seg- 
regation. 

Names of those cited in the 
warrants were withheld pend- 
ing their arrest. 

Anderson County School Board 
closed Clinton High yesterday. 
It had opened with 12 Negro 
students amid racial demonstra- 
tions last August. 

A Baptist minister, a white 
man, was beaten after he es- 
corted six Negro students to 
the school past a jeering crowd. 
Inside the school a teacher was 
jostled by one of two youths 
who appeared at her classroom 
door and asked, “Where's the 
niggers”” 

Bomb in Negro Section. 

An explosion shook the Ne- 
gro section of Oliver Springs, 
16 miles west of Clinton, last 
night. No injuries were re- 
ported but the blast broke two 
windows in a tavern. The bomb, 
apparently tossed from a mov-

The ‘Citizens Councils.’ 

In the nine states the central | 
resistance organization uses the 
designation “citizens’ councils,” 
sometimes with the word 
“white” or the name of the 
state. In Georgia the key group 
is the States Rights Council, 
Inc., and in North Carolina it) 
is North Carolina Patriots, Inc. 

In many of the states there | 
are organizations of similar de-| 
sign closely associated with the 
citizens’ councils. To co-ordi- | 
nate the activities of all chap- 
ters in any part of the country 
there is now a “Citizens’ Coun- 
cils of America,” with offices in 
Greenwood, Miss. 

Altogether, these resistance 
groups claim a membership of 
more than 500,000. A_ recent 
survey by the Southern Re- 
gional Council, the South’s fore- 
most interracial improvement 
organization, credits the resist- 
ence groups with at least 300,- 
000 members in the kev nine- 
state area as well as Virginia 
and Florida. | 
Moreover, the survey reports 
that these groups probably have 
at their disposal funds . esti- 
mated in excess of $2,000,000, 
which would include about $1,- 
000,000 in membership fees and 
$1,000,000 in contributions, fund 
drives and memberships. 

Distinct from Klan, 

This accounting of the citi- 
zens’ council type of resistance 
organization is distinct from the 
activity of the Ku Klux Klan, | 
which has been on the increase | 
in recent months, notably with 
meetings in North and South 
Carolina, Georgia, Tennessee, 
Florida, Alabama, Louisiana and 
Texas. 

Klansmen, while unmasked | 
by state laws in recent years, | 
are still furtive in their organ- | 
izational work and give no| 
public announcements on mem- | 
bership and treasury standings. | 
Some klaverns, of units, are re- 
ported to have initiation fees 
of $10. 

It is this resurgence of the 
Klan that has underscored what 
appears to be the twin dilem- 
mas of the citizens’ council 
movement. In a related sense, 
these two problems, which con- 
cern. the potential for violence 
and the political overtones, pose 
equally sharp dilemmas for the 
Southern commonwealth. 

The citizens’ council move- 
ment was touched off two years | 
ago in response to the Federal 
Supreme Court decision of May 
17, 1954, that held public school 
racial segregation statutes were 
unconstitutional. It got started 
in Mississippi, which remains 
the fountainhead of the region- 
wide movement.

Strongest in Black Belt. 
Initially, the councils received 


their strongest leadership from | 


the black belt sections, which 
have a plantation-economy her- 


itaze and where Negroes gen- | 


erally far outnumber whites. 
This pattern was very true of 
Mississippi, South Carolina and 
Alabama. 

In this formative stage, there 
were scattered instances of re- 
prisals against Negroes, main- 
ly economic and night-riding 
threats. At the same time, there 
were many who sincerely strove 
to create what they regarded as 
“respectable” organizations that 
publicly deplored violence 
anv form. 

Many of them had no personal 
ill will toward Negroes, but held

An Appeal From Vienna 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

We are writing this letter to you 
from Vienna, Austria, a city only a 
few miles away from the borders 
of Hungary, where only a few weeks 
ago one of the most terrible trage- 
dies in the history of mankind took 
place. 

The fighting is over now, the 
guns silent once more. But the 
misery is only beginning: Every day 
for the past three weeks thousands 
of refugees have been pouring into 
Austria. As these lines are being 
written, their number stands at more 
than 60,000. 

Everyone here is trying to help: 
food, clothing, shelter, later jobs and 
echolarships. 

But all this is not enough. The 
stream of refugees seems endless. 
And we need your help. We need it 
badly. We need it now. 

At this very moment, someone 
from Hungary is probably walking 
across the Austrian border: hungry, 
cold, devoid of all property, his spir- 
its broken by the terrible experi- 
ences of the past. All he has at- 
tained is his freedom. 

And you could be of vital help to 
that person. Your financial contri- 
bution, however small, could ignite 
the spark of hope in a broken 
heart. 

So put your link in the freedom 
chain and help. Often it isn’t much 
that is needed: a hot plate of soup, 
a pair of shoes, a warm coat given 
with a few kind words can make all 
the difference.

A Nonpartisan Prosecutor 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

The susceptibility to politics of 
the office of circuit attorney is a 
matter of constant concern to cit- 
izens whbd appreciate the role of that 
office in an impartial administration 
of our criminal laws. 

The wide discretion placed by the 
people in the hands of this public 
officer in the initiation, prosecution, 
or perhaps dismissal of criminal 
suits is a power which should not be 
entrusted to the hands of the am- 
bitious politician. 

And yet, almost without excep- 
tion, our history—national as well 
as municipal—shows us that the 
prosecutor's office has been used as 
a reward for party support. 


Worse still is the fact that not 
even the best politicians seek the 
office, but usually men who are 
young and want to establish them- 
selves, or men who are older and 
have been unable to establish them- 
selves. 


Such a system can only engender 
inefficiency and, considering the na- 
ture of the office, injustice. 

This is, I am sure, something 
which the St. Louis Board of Char- 
ter Freeholders would do well to 
consider in drafting a new charter. 
It was recognition of the same evils 
in the judiciary which led to such 
a noteworthy reform as the Missouri 
nonpartisan court plan for the selec- 
tion of judges. A nonpartisan prose- 
cuting agency organized on a career 
basis would be a boon to the city 
and a touchstone of progress for 
the entire country.

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Not a Retirement 


“I will not run again for the presidency.” 

Few politicians have said it so unequivocally 
as Adlai E. Stevenson did. Few have said it so 
soon after an election. Few have taken this 
means to open their party to the widest possible 
competition for the next nomination. 

Yet the announcement can hardly be consid- 
ered a surprise. From the Democratic party's 
point of view, the pressures are strong against 
a third candidacy after two defeats. The memory 
of William Jennings Bryan, who ran thrice and 
lost thrice, is still green. And from Gov. Steven- 
son’s personal point of view, it would seem al- 
most inhumane to expect him to spend the next 
four years campaigning for an office which has 
been twice denied him. 

He is a mature enough adult to appreciate th 
satisfactions of not running for President, as 
well as the challenge and opportunity of the 
Presidency. He may fairly be said to have done 
his full duty to the party and to the millions of 
admirers who came to know and respect him in 
two gruelling campaigns. 

It is not entirely certain, however, that the 
last word has been said. The decision on the 
1960 Democratic nominee will be made a good 
many months hence, in circumstances unforsee- 
able now, and Gov. Stevenson's personal inten- 
tion of this moment, sincere as it undoubtedly 
is. will not be the sole determinant of the role 
he plays in the next campaign. Any student of 
political history can guess that the odds are 
against another Stevenson candidacy, but in poli- 
tics precedents are made to be broken, odds to 
be upset, and doors to be left open. 


In the meantime, what Gov. Stevenson has 
done is to define clearly and simply. his role 
during the intervening period. He is not going 
to be campaigning for the nomination, that is 
certain. He invites the freest possible competi- 
tion among the party's many hopefuls, taking 
no advantage for himself by any claim to titular 
leadership. He becomes just one of several ad- 
visory board members séeking to chart an in- 
terim policy. 

His conteption of that policy is indicated by 
his statement that “the greatest service the 
Democratic party can now render is a strong, 
searching and constructive opposition,” with 
special emphasis on a “sustained and critical 
scrutiny of our foreign policy.” There is truth 
in what he says provided the opposition is in- 
deed searching, constructive, responsible. A 
great many assumptions and _ preconceptions 
on which the nation has been acting in the 
world need to be examined. A responsible oppo- 
sition can contribute much to that scrutiny. 

Adlai Stevenson has not retired from public 
life. He could not. And whatever the future may 
hold for him, we are confident that he will ap- 
proach it in the temper of his election-night 
speech: 

“A merry heart doeth good like a medicine, 
but a broken spirit dryeth the bones.”

To Clear the Canal 

With the British-French promise of with- 
drawal from Suez, the United States has pro- 
ceeded to the next logical step in settling the 
Middle Eastern dispute, That is to tell Col. Nas- 
ser and Egypt that the canal must be cleared 
for traffic. 

Col. Nasser is said to insist that work to re- 
open the canal cannot begin until all British- 
French forces have left Egypt—and even then 
that British and French equipment cannot be 
used for the work. Thus he has created a diplo- 
matic obstacle in addition to the 51 obstructions 
now clogging the Suez canal. He should be in- 
duced to remove it. : 

One estimate is that four to six months and 
$30,000,000 will be needed to clear the canal. It 
might be less, but certainly every day that is 
lost further damages the economy of all of 
Western Europe. 

For that reason the State Depariment, in a 
statement approved by President Eisenhower, 
says it will regard each day of delay as a breach 
of the 1888 treaty guaranteeing freedom of tran- 
sit. That treaty declares: “They (the contracting 
powers) undertake not to interfere in any way 
with the security of that canal and its branches, 
the working of which shall not be exposed to 
any attempt at obstruction.” 

These words may now be repeated to Col. 
Nasser, with all the emphasis which the United 
States may give to them.

A Good Water Safety Suggestion 

Several witnesses who make their living on 
the inland waters that include the Mississippi 
and Missouri rivers gave valuable testimony here 
before a congressional committee that is con- 
sidering federal regulations concerning boating. 

One of the principal, recommendations was 
for the painting of identifying numerals on out- 
board motor craft less than 16 feet long just as 
in the case of larger craft. The five members of 
the House Merchant Marine and Fisheries Com- 
mittee have heard this suggestion from many of 
the 250 witnesses they have listened to in 15 
major cities. 

As there is no plausible reason for not identi- 
fying such boats, the committee, which. writes 
the inland water rules, certainly should include 
this requirement in their revision, It would do 
much to curb the heedless and careless opera- 
tion of those small boats which endangers the 
lives of innocent persons.

Debts Down on the Farm 

There are those, including members of the 
Federal Reserve Board, who in recent months 
have been concerned about the mounting debt 
of city folks, especially those unable to resist 
dollar-down purchases. But debts also have been 
going up down on the farm. There, too, the old 
Yankee aversion to indebtedness has been 
fading. 

Farm debt has more than doubled in the last 
nine years, according to the latest report of the 
Federal Reserve. The total had reached $18.- 
500,000,000 by the end of June to establish a 
new record of 6 per cent higher than the debt 
total a year earlier. 

Of this, about $5,000,000,000 is owed to banks, 
the average for each borrower being $2227. The 
debt to finance companies and other lending 
agencies stood at approximately $5,700,000,000. 
And a round $7,700,000,000 was owed to mer- 
chants, mail order houses and the like. 

While the number of farmers has declined 
20 per cent since 1947, their bank-held debt has 
gone up 60 per cent. About 38 per cent of the 
farm debt was incurred to meet current operat- 
ing and living expenses and to finance machin- 
ery and improvements, while 12 per cent was 
borrowed to retire. other debis. Interest rates 
averaged 5.4 per cent on loans secured by real 
estate, and 6.4. per cent on loans not so backed. 
_ Meanwhile total consumer credit rose (o a new 
high of $40,196,000,000. This includes $30,- 
811,000,000 if installment debt as well as charge 
accounts and similar obligations. Easy payment 
debts alone have risen, $1,800,000,000 since the 
first, of the year, and are §2,843,000,000 higher

than they were at the end of October, 1955. 


By themselves these figures mean relatively 
little, especially since the value of farm assets 
is rising. But they are another indication of how 
much business is based on credit—which is fine 
unless some eventuality makes it difficult—or 
impossible—to pay the debt.

A thoughtful start has been made on reform- 
ing Illinois fiscal procedures so that the Orville 
E. Hodge irregularities, now calculated to total 
$2,500,000, would ‘not likely be repeated. 

The lllinois Budgetary Commission offers a 
program which would place auditing in the 
hands of a legislative commission, create a state 
banking department.to examine banks, and open 
state records to public inspection. It would also 
establish the ancillary safeguards of a corrupt 
practices act, a bar on conflicts of interest, and 
a requirement for competitive bidding. 

The Hodge fantasia came about because of a 
whole series of mistakes in Dlinois fiscal law. 

The auditor could both initiate vouchers and 
issue warrants, two functions that shoul# never 
be combined.in the same person or even in the 
same office. 

He was the auditor of his own transactions, a 
procedure which added up to nonsense. 

He declined to make annual reports to the 
Governor, since he was an elected official. Even 
if he had made the reports they would not have 
been sufficiently meaningful, 

He possessed arbitrary powers of life and 
death over banks, so that it was little wonder 
if their officers hastened to contribute to his 
campaigns and if one banker ran his criminal 
errands. He could conceal his ownership of 
stock in a bank he was manipulating. 


The reforms the budgetary commission is pro- 
posing are designed to correct these mistakes. 
Most of them are desirable on their face. Some 
have long been in effect in other states. The 
main residual question is whether any loopholes 
are still left, whether the safeguards could be 
drawn still closer. 

For that reason we believe Illinoisans will 
want to discuss the budgetary commission's 
recommendations at length. 

Public discussion in the Legislature and else- 
where will at the least inform the electorate, 
which must finally pass upon those of the re- 
forms requiring Constitutional amendment. 

Perhaps in this way ideas will develop for im- 
proving still further on an already commendable 
slate of recommendations. 
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Air Lift for Refugees 

American good will could not be demonstrated 
more convincingly than by the use of the 150 
four-motored planes with which the Air Force 
Says it can move 1000 Hungarian refugees a day 
from Europe to the United States. 

Since Russia might create diplomatic difficul- 
ties over a technical violation of Austria’s neu- 
trality if these planes used Austrian flying 
fields, the Air Force suggests that the refugees 
can be brought to its great Rhein-Main airport 
near Frankfurt, Germany, and carried across 
the ocean from there. 


We are not too concerned about possible 
diplomatic difficulties, but the alternative to 
direct flights from Austria illustrates the thor- 
oughness as well as the promptness with which 
Tracy S. Voorhees has been working at his 
White House assignment of bringing refugees to 
the United States from the over-crowded way- 
stations opened to them by Austria. 

Early adoption of this proposal will not only 
testify to American humanitarianism. It also 
will be an answer to the complaint that the 
United States is impotent in the face of this 
crisis. It will show that we have not lost our 
talent for effective action on a large scale.

Another Test at Clinton 

Once more Clinton, Tenn., has become a 
crucial testing ground in the school segregation 
controversy. It is highly important for all con- 
cerned that the United States courts demon- 
Strate that their orders are to be obeyed, and 
that the state and local authorities, as they did 
once before, prove their ability to keep order. 

Results of the municipal election strongly 
Suggest that Clinton is another community in 
which the peaceful majority is ready to go ahead 
with integration and that a violent minority, 
relying on tactics of iorce and intimidation, is 
the only obstacle. The slate of town officials 
backed by the White Citizens’ Council was de- 
feated 3-to-1. 


The assault on the minister of Clinton's First 
Baptist Church, who had escorted several Ne- 
groes to the high school, must have shocked 
the community into a realization that things had 
gone too far. The violent minority must be 
brought under control. 

Attorney General Brownell says the FBI will 
investigate defiance of .the federal court in- 
junction, which was issued last summer against 
interference with the Schegol Board's decision 
to integrate, and that violators will be prose- 
cuted. That is certainly the least that the Gov- 
ernment can do to uphold the federal court. 
The court itself and the United States district 
attorney on the spot have a primary responsibil- 
ity to see that its injunctions are complied with. 

It is also true that a basic responsibility rests 
on the community and the state to enforce law 
and order, The closing of the high school may 
have been a wise decision in the circumstances, 
but sooner or later the school will have to be 


reopened and then it will be up to Clinton—- 


and up to Tennessee—to show that as a com- 
munity it intends to live by law and not mob 
rule. 


Principal D. J. Brittain Jr. and the many 
brave citizens who have stood by him in his 
determination to run the school according to 
law deserve admiration and respect for fighting 
the battle for decency in the front lines. And 
they deserve to defeat the ugly forces of bigotry 
and hoodlumism which are trying to make a 
decent town something else.

Changing Views on Desegregation 


The Mirror 
of 
Public Opinion 


Herbert H. Hyman and Paul B. 


In early September the attention of 
millions of Americans was focused on 
two small towns in the border states of 
the South. In Clinton, Tenn., and Clay, 
Ky., the issue of racial segregation was 
being powerfully dramatized. 


The larger picture is less clear. Mil- 
lions of Southerners are searching their 
traditions and their souls, and millions 
of Northerners also are reacting to the 
situatién created by the court order. 

These attitudes can be determined 
accurately only through scientific sam* 
pling surveys.. Such surveys have been 
conducted by the National Opinion Re- 
search Center at the University of Chi- 
cago over. the past 14 years. 

The first of these studies was con- 
ducted in June 1942, on behalf of the 
Office of War Information. In 1944 and 
again in 1946 N.O.R.C, repeated some 
of the same questions, Then, 10 years 
later, the same queries were put to 
equivalent cross sections of the public. 

These surveys show only the atti- 
tude of the white population. 

In its surveys this year N.O.R.C. 
asked the following questions: 

“Do you think white students and 
Negro students should go to the same 
schools or to separate schools?” 

“Generally speaking, do you think 
there should be separate sections for 
Negroes on streetcars and busses?” 

“If a Negro with the same income 
and education as you moved into your 
block, would it make any difference?” 


Differences in North and South 


In the United States as a whole, 60 
per cent of the whites interviewed 
favored integration on public trans- 
portation facilities, 51 per cent did not 
object to living near Negroes, but only 
a minority of 48 per cent supported 
school integration. In the North a 
majority itavored integration in all 
three. situations; in the South, a ma- 
jority opposed it in all three. , 

Perhaps the most striking result here 
is the fact that among the three aspects 
of integration, the North is least tol- 
erant toward residential proximity, 
while the South is more tolerant to- 
ward this than desegregation in schools. 


The picture as sketched thus far does 
not appear encouraging. The rigid 
views of the segregationists are matched 
for consistency, strength and intensity 
by those who favor integration, and the 
gap would appear irreconcilable. 

However, the statistics take on new 
meaning when viewed in historical per- 
spective. They are very different today 
from what they were in 1942. 


In 1942 fewer than one third of the 


respondents in the nation at large 
favored school integration; today al- 
most half indorse the idea. In 1942 


two thirds of the population objected 
to the idea of living in the same block 
with a Negro; today a majority would 
not object. Fifteen years ago a ma- 
jority were for segregation on busses; 
today 60 per cent reject the idea. 

In the North, support for school 
integration has risen among whites 
from 40 per cent in 1942 to 61 per

cent now. In the South only one white 
person in 50 spoke up for school inte- 
gration; today the figure is one in 
seven. The South of today has moved 
far from its earlier position, 


The analysis showed a consistent re- 
lationship between public opinion and 
the actual status of school integration 
in each area. Where integration has 
been. achieved, 31 per cent of the 
white population indorse the idea of 
desegregation; where officials have an- 
nounced defiance of the court order, 
only 4 per cent approve of integration. 

As might be expected, age and edu- 
cation show a definite influence on an 
individual's attitude toward racial seg 
regation. In both the North and the 
South it is the younger people who 
are most ready to accept integration, 


‘Education Makes for Tolerance’ 


Education makes for tolerance, and 
the younger people are generally better 
educated. In the United States as a 
whole 61 per cent of the college-edu- 
cated white persons indorse school inte- 
gration, but only 36 per cént of those 
with a grammar school education. In 
the South 28 per cent of the college- 
educated favor school integration, but 
only 5 per cent of those with eight 
years or less of schooling. 

What are the underlying reasons for 
the shift in attitude toward segregation? 
Evidence on the point is provided by 
the answers to a basic question that 
was asked in all the N.O.R.C. surveys: 
“In general,”“do you think Negroes are 
as intelligent as white people—that is, 
can they learn things just as well if 
they are given the same training?” 

On this issue there has been a dra- 
matic change in people’s beliefs, both 
in the North and the South. Fifteen 
years ago 50 per cent of the North- 
erners ansWered ‘‘No” to the question, 
but today only one Northern white per- 
son in seven says that Negroes are in- 
ferior in intelligence. In the South 
a substantial majority today credit Ne 
groes with equal intelligence, against 
21 per cent in 1942. 


Much Accomplished in 15 Years 


This is a revolutionary change which 

goes far to explain the rise in accept- 
ance of school integration. It has un- 
dermined one of the most stubborn 
arguments for segregation. 
* The long-term trend is steadily in 
the direction. of integration... It has 
moved far in 15. and it may be 
accel . Pre ts just ahead are 
not e ging. In the defiant areas 
of the South, it is unlikely that either 
local Pp or outsid pressure will 
change opinion, *

viewers recently asked Southerners. 
“Do you think the day will ever 
come in the South when whites and Ne- 
groes will be going to the same schools, 
and sharing the same public accom- 
modations?”, only one in three an- 
swered, “No, the day will never come.” 
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Between Book Ends 
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The Mind Is Left Reeling 


THE LOST STEPS, by Alejo Carpentier. (Knopf, 278 
pgs., $3.75). 
Every so often in the life of a review- 
er of novels a book causes at least mo 
mentary confusion because it cannot be 


measured against ordinary criteria. 
Such a novel is “The Lost Steps.” 
Somewhat like Kafka’s “The Castle” 


in some passages, resembling Joyces 
“Ulysses” in others, the book has a dis- 
tinctive tone of its own that marks its 
author as an innovator who must ac 
cept both the praise and the blame that 
that word evokes. 


Reduced to its simplest terms this 
is the story of a man who, having 
given up his dreams of fulfillment as a 
composer, suddenly finds himself emo- 
tionally and spiritually whole and thus 
able to create his masterpiece. But 
this simple statement does not ade- 
quately express the essence of the 
book, for its hero, who tells his stofy 
in the first person, arrives at the happy 
denouement via a 
series of symbolic- 
ally significant in- 
cidents that leave 
the mind reeling 
with the sensuous- 
ness of their por- 
trayal. 

The main action 
of the novel takes 
place in tropical 
South America, 
where the protag- 
onist moves toward 
his destiny through 
a revolution, a tor- 
tuous journey into 
the jungle in 
search of primitive musical instru- 
ments, and to the scene of his fulfill- 
ment, a wondrous city carved out of 
the tropical forest. 


Having severed the ties that bound 
him to his stultifying wife, and freed 
himself from his brittle and superficial 
mistress, he discovers the essence of 
music in the arms of the womanly 
Rosario, who, like the primitive people 
who inhabit the jungle, is close to the 
common origin of all things. 


_The paradox and the weakness of 
“The Lost Steps” is that tts hero sifts 
his reactions to primitive life and love 
through a filter of allusions drawn 
from literature and musicology. Thus 
when he is closest to nature he is most 
bound by the slender cords of civiliza- 
tion which prevented him from doing 
creative work at the beginning of his 
tale, IRVING D. BLUM.

Taking a look at the high cost 
of living, which recently soared 
to an all-time peak, the curious 
citizen is struck by other eco- 
nomic develop- . 
ments that do 
not seem to 
make sense. 
Among’ them, 
for instance, is 
that food con- 
tinues to re- 
main high 4de- 
sy’te the ract 
that the farm- 
er, who raises 
it, is getting 
less for it than Reuther. 
when the price 
of food in the grocery was low- 
er. Another development is 
that profits in industry general- 
ly are breaking all records, yet 
prices continue to rise. 

The consumer gets no break. 


Gravy in the Middle? 


In short, you get the impres- 
sion that somebody somewhere 
is taking out too much in the 
numerous steps through which 
our food and manufactured 
goods go after they leave the 
farmer and the worker and be- 
fore they get to us. 

It certainly isn’t the farmer 
or the worker who is getting 
the gravy, though the latter is 
blamed most frequently in glib 
analyses by the cocktail-bar and 
smoking-car economist. 

The deduction that somebody 
else in between is taking too 
big a cut may not be the case, 
of course, but it looks so much 
that way that we ought to in- 
vestigate and find out. 

For the high cost of living 
fis pressing harder and harder, 
especially.on salaried workers, 
persons on fixed incomes in- 
cluding aged persons living on 


pensions, wnorganized workers | 


who have no means of protect- 
ing themselves. All of these 
make up many millions. 

We have an Independent fed- 
eral commission which was set 
up for just such a purpose. 
Among otlters, back in 1913, in 
the Woodrow Wilson Adminis- 
tration. 


G.O.P. Balks Investigation. 


The Federal Trade Commis- 
sion was, in fact, just getting 
underway with an investigation 
of what happens to the consum- 
er's dollar and who gets how 
much of it, under instructions 
from President Truman late in 
his Administration. 

But in the following Congress 
—the Republican Eighty-third— 
early in the Eisenhower Admin- 
istration a provision was in- 
serted inte the Federal Trade 
Commission appropriation bill 
in House committee that barred 
use of any funds contained in 
it to make the consumer dollar 
investigation.

| Buying Power Drained. 


A congressional investigation

“The essential step to check 
our current inflation before it 
reaches tragic proportions,” he 
said, “is to inform and arouse 
the public by making available 
all the relevant facts about 
recent and threatened price in- 
creases.

URGES EARLY GARE

Proper early care of serious 
hand injuries gives the plastic 
surgeon a better chance to make 
definitive repairs, and it is im- 
portant that physicians leave 
difficult cases to those who 
know how to deal with them, 
Dr. Sumne> L. Koch of Chicago, 
internationally known hand sur- 
_geon, said here last night. 

Dr. Koch, professor of sur- 
gery at Northwestern Univer- 
sity Medical School, delivered 
the annual Robert J. Terry lec- 
ture to the St. Louis Medical 
Society at 3839 Lindell boule- 
vard. The lectures are in honor 
of Dr. Terry, professor emeritus 
of anatomy at Washington Uni- 
versity School of Medicine. 

Discussing hand injuries in 
children, Dr. Koch said these 
cases could be divided into three 
types: crushing injuries, burns 
of the hand, and deep injuries 
to tendons and nerves. He em- 
phasized importance of proper 
cleansing with soap and .water 
and application of the right kind

lecture to a tribute to the pio- 
neer St. Louis plastic surgeon, 
Dr. Vilray P. Blair, professor 
‘emeritus of clinical surgery at 
Washington University who died 
last year at the age of 84.

CHICAGO, Dec. 5 (AP)—A 
former FBI undercover agent in 
the Communist party identified 
more than 75 persons as Com- 
munists yesterday, including a | 
top official of a union ousted 
from the CIO for being dom- 
inated by Reds. 

The agent, Anzell A. Czarnow- 
ski, of suburban Argo, also told 
a congressional subcommittee 
that at one party meeting in his 
home some Communists acted 
out “executions” of non-Com- 
munist sympathizers with pa- 
rade rifles. He said the weapons 
were owned by the Argo-Sum- 
mit post of the American Le- 
gion and were stored temporari- 
ly in his house. 

Among persons identified by 
Czarnowski as Communists was 
Ernest De Maio, president of 
District 11 of the United Llec- 
trical, Radio and Machine Work- 
ers of America. De Maio, whose 
group includes Illinois, Wiscon- 
sin and Minnesota, invoked the 
First and Fifth Amendments in 
refusing to say whether he was 
a Communist. 

The UE was expelled by the 
CIO in 1949 on the ground that 
it was Communist dominated. 
Attorney General Brownell last 
year labeled the UE as Red be- 
fore the Subversive Activities 
Control Board.

The Philippines contends 
Philippine courts, not United 
States military courts, should 
have jurisdiction over such 
criminal cases regardless of 
whether iocal or foreign laws 
are violated.

“The solution to the inade- 
quate service and inferior route 
pattern between St. Louis and 
Washington, Pittsburgh, Phila- 
delphia and Cincinnati is con- 
tained in the proposal of Amer- 
ican Airlines only,” he said. 


Spokesmen for Evansville, 
Ind., urged approval of Eastern’s 
St. Louis-Cincinnati route pro- 
posals, as wel las the carriers’ 
St. Louis-New York non-stop 
service application. Eastern’s 
St. Louis-Cincinnati route would 
serve Evansville, whereas the 
route propored by American 
would not. 

John A. Diskin, representing 
the State of Kentucky and the 
Louisville Chamber of Com- 
merce, also supported Eastern’s 
entry into Cincinnati. Douglas 
K. Fuller of the Cincinnati 
Chamber of Commerce asked 
that the city be put on Eastern’s 
route 47, and for extension of 
American’s route from Cincin- 
nati to St. Louis. 

Fuller said TWA’s service to 
Cincinnati “is inadequate in 
every respect. We want Eastern 
to give effective service to 
Washington, St. Louis - New 
York and Evansville.” 

R. Patrick West, representing 
Columbus, O., and its Chamber 
of Commerce, described Colum- 
bus as a “captive” of TWA 
whose service to the city, be- 
cause of competition, is ‘“ex- 
tremely poor.” 

Francis A. Mulhern, speaking 
for the Port of New York Au- 
thority, said TWA had given 
excellent service between St. 
Louis and New York. but he 
thought the traffic between the | 
two cities justified greater com- 
petition by the other airlines. | 
He took no position on whether 
both American and Eastern 
should be granted non-stop 
routes or, if only one is to be 
selected, which it should be.

POWER WILL BE CUT 


Sea Wolf's Leaky Super- 
heater to Be Eliminated 
Before Speed Trials.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 5—The 
Navy's second atomic-powered 
submarine is getting some new 
“plumbing” to overcome trouble 
that has held up sea trials for 
two months. 

The changes will mean less 


power than originally planned 
for the Sea Wolf, which was 
launched on July 21 at Groton, 
Conn. Engineers figure this loss 
will be about 20 per cent. 

To get the $32,700,000 Sea 
Wolf in proper working order, 
engineers are eliminating a 
steam superheater where leaks 
developed. Liquid sodium, used 
as a heat transfer agent in the 
atomic power plant's steam 
generating system, apparently 
caused the leaks. Scientists and 
engineers were unsuccessful in 
plugging the leaks in the super- 
heater’s metal tubes. The metal 
is subjected to extremely high 
temperatures. 


The Navy's experience with 
the Sea Wolf contrasts sharply 
with the successful operation of

I THINK children belong to their homes, their families, 
and any outside claim by anybody should be ignored or dis- 
owned promptly. Nothing is more likely to ruin a young 
person’s life than anticipation of a rich legacy from an 
elderly relative who makes claims on him based on that idea. 
It is disastrous influence. It gives the young person a false 
idea of life and its values. Nothing as material as money 
can take the place of family affection and family unity. 

The uncertainty of the favor of the elderly and wealthy 
relative is upsetting to the morale of the expectant young 
person and his family. They cannot be themselves, cannot 
express their opinions and cannot feel free to act spontane- 
ously or generously. They are bound by an expectancy that 
may never be realized.

AN AMERICAN BOY OR GIRL needs to be taught inde- 
pendence, reliance on one’s own ability is the way to win 
one’s place in life. The very idea of reliance otf the whim 
of another should be repugnant to him. His mind, his soul,

a tank is to get close 

enough. It’s always a 
problem of getting close enough 
so you can throw your cocktail 
and make it pay.” 

This was a 17-year-old boy 
talking, grimly giving instruc- 
tion in the art of war at a 
street corner in embattled 
Budapest to a teen-age girl in 
heavy ski pants and woolen 
jacket. It was the third day of 
Budapest's glorious revolution. 
The “cocktail” was a wine bot- 
tle filled with gasoline, rags 
stuffed in the neck—a “Molotov 
cocktail.” 

After as little as 10 minutes 
instruction in handling a gas- 
Oline incendiary bomb, a gre- 
nade or a machine gun, girls 
like this one went out to do 
battle with Soviet tanks. Many 
were cut down or torn apart 
hy Russian machine gun or 100- 
millimeter tank gun fire. 


In the first phase of Hun- 
gary'’s revolution against 11 
years of Communist tyranny— 
from Oct. 23 through a tragi- 
cally momentary victory on Oct. 
31—children of all ages and 
men and women who had never 
touched a gun learned their les- 
sons under fire. 

Many of these civilians fought 
their way into the Hungarian 
Army’s Killian barracks on the 
Pest side of the river Danube 


HE trick in knocking out 


in the first days of the revolu- 
tion, then fought with the army 
against a siege laid down by 
Soviet tanks coming into Buda- 
pest by the hundreds. 

There were some 1000 Hun- 
garian soldiers and civilians, in- 
cluding children, in the bar- 
racks when the Soviet tanks 
attacked. And they were led 
and their resistance was rallied 
successfully in the face of over- 
whelming odds, by a then un- 
known young colonel named 
Pal Maleter. 

This was the “Alamo” of the 
revolution. For:six days the 
soldiers and civilians countered 
Soviet tank and artillery fire 
with small arms fire and “‘Molo- 
tov cocktails.”” The scene around 
the barracks at the end of the 
first siege bore witness to their 
fantastic success — at least 10 
Soviet tanks burned out, hun- 
dreds of Red Army soldiers 
stretched out dead on _ the 
streets. 

Not all of the invading Rus- 
sian troops fought the Hun- 
garians. Some couldn’t stomach 
the slaughter of civilians, and 
deserted, turning their weap- 
ons over to the freedom fight- 


ers. 
T turned increasingly brutal in 

the face of Red Army de- 
sertions, mass Hungarian Army 
defections to the side of the 
patriots and the patriot resist- 
ance itself. Hungarian soldiers 
and civilians were hung in the 
streets from flagpoles and 
street lights. 

Still the Russians couldn't put 
down the revolution. This was 
a force they couldn't under- 
stand. Day after day during 
this week they claimed “the 
counter-revolution has ended.” 
And at that very moment, be- 
hind a cobble stone barricade 
in the rubble of a battered 
tenement, a beautiful Hungar-

Finally, on Oct. 31, Budapest 
radio broadcast: “Please, please 
stop. You have won, Your de- 
mands will be met.” The Rus- 
sians announced they would ne- 
gotiate withdrawal of Soviet 
troops. The rebels were in 
practically complete control of 
Budapest and much of the coun- 
try. 

The revolution was over on 
Oct. 3l—or seemed so—but as 
I toured the city that day I saw 
the kind of “mopping up” that 
is the heritage of every Tevolu- 
tion. 

Déspite efforts of Hungarian 
soldiers to maintain order, rebel 
bands roaming the streets halted 
vehicles and pedestrians and, 
unless the persons questioned 
could identify themselves satis- 
factorily, they were shot to 
death on the spot as suspected 
members of the dread security 
police—‘‘the AVOS.” 


In one square lay the burned 
bodies of 10 “AVOS.” In an- 
other, the body of a police colo- 
nel dangled from a tree. 

But there was also the pure 
joy of freedom. As the Soviet 
troops and tanks moved out, the 
clergy and faithful ‘gave a tear- 
ful and triumphant welcome to 
Cardinal Mindszenty. 


Atop Gellert hill, scene of 
some .of the most vicious fight- 
ing, rebels were firing a cap- 
tured cannon at a huge statue 
to Soviet war dead.

AN EXILED RUSSIAN by 
the name of George Plekhanov 
studied Marx in Switzerland 
and insisted against his Russian 
friends, including Lenin, that 
some European experience was 
necessary to put Communism 
into action in Russia. Lenin 
went to visit Plekhanov, who 
told him that mere terrorism 
against Czars was useless; that 


a revolutionary elite was neces- 
sary to spur on the masses, and 
that the revolution in Russia 
would not be made by the 
peasants but by the working 
classes. 

Though Lenin later broke 
with Plekhanov, there is no de- 
nying the debt that Russian 


= Communism owed to the West- 
* ernized Russian, 


Plekhanov’'s 
book on “Socialism and the 
Political Struggle” did much to 


=, educate Lenin away from his 
* Narodnikism, or belief that the 


middle classes and the peasants 
could introduce socialism into 
Russia. 

Lenin himself was an exile 
in Europe for 10 years previous 
to the Russian revolution, keep- 
ing in contact with revolution- 
ists from all other countries and 
holding court with . Russian 
Marxists who came to consult 
him about the forthcoming rev- 
olution. It was in a dusty old 
flour mill in Brussels. that 
Lenin summoned 44 revolution- 
ary delegates to choose between 
a democratic process of estab- 
lishing revolution in Russia and 
the more revolutionary way of 
bullets instead of ballots.

IT WAS another exiled Marx- 
ist by the name of Martov who 
presented a plan to the German 
high command in World War I 
to send Lenin into Russia to 
woo Russia away from the 
Allies.

But the final action came from 
Germany. 
In the light of these and 


other facts, the Western world | 


must recognize that it has some 
responsibility for Russian Com- 
munism on its conscience, not 
to speak of how it allowed Com- 
munism to infiltrate into Korea, 
Vietnam and China. 

If our scandal is great now at 
seeing terrorism and imperial- 
ism rampant in the world, it 
must be remembered that Rus- 
sia is merely exporting in a 
wholesale fashion what the 
Western world to Russia once 
retailed in smaller quantities. 

* » * 


BUT, to the credit of the 
Western world, it must be ad- 
mitted that it is attempting to 
make reparation for its sins and 
to take precautions to stop the 
spread of the world cancer. 


Our thinking will be straight 
if we see that Communism is 
both an effect and a judgment 
on Western civilization. It is 
an effect because the bad think- 
ing of the Western world in the 
eighteenth and nineteenth cen- 
turies rotted and festered into 
the philosophy of Communism; 
it is a judgment because Com- 
munism, which endangers our 
democratic institutions, is a 
punishment for our passivity in 
the face of evil. 

Once we recognize that we 
must make moral amends, the 
end of Communism can come 
more quickly than we suspect. 
Communism can survive only by 
what has been called the ‘“perm- 
anent purge.” World opinion 
has already stopped to some ex- 
tent the purges; when purging 
stops, Communism will end. 

The other hope is a strong 
support of Poland on the part 
of the Western world. What- 
ever happens to Poland will hap- 
pen to the world, World War II 
started because of Poland, and 
its effects will end when Poland 
is free.

Although the patriots were 
now exacting vengeance, the 
conduct of the rebels previously 
had been remarkable for its re- 
straint. There was practically 
no looting. Jewelry windows 
were smashed by gunfire but no 
one took the jewelry waiting to 
be grabbed, 

When rebels took food from 
shops at night, they often left 
money to pay for it, with lists 
of what had been taken, The 
young, who might have been 
expected to loot after living un- 
der the austerity of Commu- 
nism, did not. 

Now the teen-agers who had 
fought with guns and hands had 
a new task. Graves had been— 
or still had to be—dug for the 
patriotic dead in parks and 
gardens. The children, still 
clutching machine guns and 
rifles, stood guard over their 
fallen brethren.

RECEIVED a most amusing 
| postcard the other morning. 

Unfortunately, it was not 
signed in a readable manner so 
I cannot answer it privately. 
But it comes from Mobile, Ala., 
and says: “Dear Mrs. Roosevelt: 
You have not answered my 
question, the amount of Negro 
blood you have in your veins, if 
any.” 

I am afraid none of us know 
how much nor what kind of 
blood we have in our veins, 
since chemically it is all the 
same. And most of us cannot 
trace our ancestry more than a 
few generations. 

As far as I know, I have no 
Negro blood, but, of course, I 
do have some southern blood in 
my veins, for my Grandmother 
Roosevelt came from Georgia.

I HOPE that in the new Con- 
gress next year one of the first 
things to come up for consider- 
ation will be the question of 
schools. 


It seems to me absolutely 
essential that we do something, 
and do it quickly, about the 
building of more schools and 
the improvement of the 
quality of our teachers. This 
can only be done by offering 
better opportunities to our 
teachers, both in salaries and 
teaching conditions, 

Many people feel that a 
teacher has an easy life because 
she has long vacations. They do 
not realize that a teacher must 
give out to her pupils day in 
and day out. It is not a question 
of going home and looking over 
her papers; it is a question of 
keeping constantly fresh and 
able to approach subjects that 
she teaches in a new and in- 
teresting way. 
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THE SUMMER MONTHS, for 
a teacher, are used to take in 
added knowledge. They are not 
months of complete freedom. 
They are months of improve- 
ment so the teacher can start 
the new year with a fresh sup- 
ply of knowledge to give out to 
the children under her care. 

The preparation of a teacher 
requires an understanding of 
how you go on learning year by 
year and for this a really good 
training is necessary 

I think we eeuid think seri- 
ously of how we may improve 
the colleges in which our young 
people are prepared for the 
most rewarding but also the 
most arduous task in our daily 
lives—helping children become 
good citizens in a democracy.

I always try to look my best at 
husband homecoming time, but even then I can’t seem to 
get away from wearing clothes that are just a little too 
dressy for mealtime-preparing on into bathtime for the 
children. My husband prefers a shoe heel of any kind and 
I always seem to have just the two kinds of shoes: Low- 
heeled (flat) sport shoes or high heels for suit and date 
wear. Can I have your suggestions?—H.L.”

WHEN MY OWN CHILDREN were very young and I 
was frequently without help or only part-time help, I had 
the same problems. It is, indeed, hard to find “house 
dresses” that look like anything but house dresses. The 
young well-dressed mother often finds that the classic 
sweater and skirt, if she has the figure for it, is one of the 
best all-day costumes. It can be simple, functional and yet 
quite elegant, if you go on into cashmere. Many young 
women, and older ones, too, wear sweater and skirt for 
morning housework, too, but I find that cottons are best. 

To avoid looking dowdy, I had mine made from a sim- 
ple pattern of my own device, consisting of a one-piece 
dress with short sleeves, peasant neckline, tight waist and 
fairly full skirt, with matching apron that came down to the 
hem of the skirt and was full and protective. I had these 
in four of five colors and dark cottons for winter. I wore 
them with “pearls” in the morning and, if I had much work 
to do, even in the evening for just a family dinner, with 
sweaters to dress them up.

IF YOU CAN SEW, you could make something similar 
along lines that are becoming to you. Choosing a pattern 
somehow makes you feel less of a drudge than if you go 
into something resembling a uniform. So choose as your 
basic pattern something that really becomes you and have 
the fun of picking fabrics you really like. 

Of course, many of the new “miracle” fabrics give the 
look of wool and the feel of it, too, and yet are perfectly 
washable and dry quickly. You might like these better than 
the cottons which were my standby, although I love the win- 
ter cottons, even for party clothes if they are properly done. 

House dresses, such as I have described, can be made 
easily by any simple dressmaker and most communities have 
them. Of course, if you can sew yourself, so much the 
better. 

I find that low-cut kid pumps kept carefully polished, 
with medium heels, make excellent shoes when you have the 
evening chores ahead of you. Ballet slippers are nice, too, 
in the house for late afternoon, but I don’t advise working 
in them all day. A shoe that gives some support, such as a 
good loafer, is fine for housework. Keeping your working 
shoes shined and with the heels in good condition is of 
psychological importance, just as is a little makeup corner 
in your kitchen or immediately adjacent to it. 

Start the day well-groomed and looking pretty and 
you'll do a better job and be a happier woman in the home,

Homemade goodies are among 
the most appreciated Christ- 
mas remembrances. Of these, 
fruitcake is particularly pop- 
ular. We usually make ‘this in 
a rather large quantity as we 
will certainly want to share 
some of it with friends. The 
small loaves will serve a num- 
ber of persons because the mix- 
ture is so rich with fruit and 
nuts. 

Individual portions baked in 
small muffin pans lined with 
those little fluted paper con- 
tainers are well liked because 
there is no trouble with slicing 
as there is with loaves. 


A large fruit cake is, of 
course, a good choice for a fam- 
ily gift. This will be much ap- 
preciated during the whole hol- 
iday period when we like to 
have Christmas cake on hand 
to serve for tea or with dessert 
at one of those supper parties 
likely to be held around New 
Year’s. 

Little Fruitcake Loaves. 


Fill greased, paper-lined 414 
by 24% by 1% inch loaf pans 
three-fourths full with fruit- 
cake batter. Bake in a slow 
oven (300 degrees F.) one and 
one-half hours or until done. 
Wrap as gifts when cold. Yield: 
11 small loaf cakes. 

Fruited Bonbons. 


Place small fluted paper cups 
in cupcake pans. Fill with fruit- 
cake batter three-fourths full.

Tragic Tale 


That Reads 
Like Novel

é¢ ATHY,” by Katherine 
K Homer Fryer (Dutton)— 
though it reads like a 
novel, almost like a detective 
story—may well be one of the 
most important books which 
has yet been written in the 
field of mental hygiene. We 
cannot recommend it too 
highly. 

It is a true story of a rather 
typical American girl, brought 
up as one of five sisters in a 
happy and rather privileged 
family situation, who is sud- 
denly stricken with a mysteri- 
ous illness. 


Routine (and, as it turned 
out later, all too superficial) 
medical examination revealed 
no apparent cause for her ill- 
ness. So her parents were ad- 
vised to seek psychiatric help. 

The main part of this book 
tells the tragic story of what 
this girl and her parents experi- 
enced as they were referred 
from one therapist to another, 
the girl getting sicker all the 
time.

THERE was the first psychi- 
atrist who counselled Kathy’s 
mother, ‘‘Make her go to school. 
These cases tend to withdraw 
within themselves too much.” 
This man sought as the cause 
of 13-year-old Kathy’s mysteri- 
ous sickness a possible unfor- 
tunate sex exeprience. 


When he finally gave up, un- 
able to unearth such an ex- 
perience, and Kathy was taken 
to a hospital, the staff psychi- 
atrist did her best.

If 
branches are not freshly cut, 
cut them on a long diagonal. 
Even holly will have a longer 
and happier life if it is treated 
this way.
